TEL AVIV (Itirn). - Three men 
have been arrested on suspicion of 
defrauding needy citizens of hun- 
dreds of millions of shekels, by ap- 
plying for mortgage money which 
they subsequently stole. The three, 
one from Jaffa and two from Hoion, 
were arrested after some four 
months of undercover investigations 
by the Tel Aviv Police fraud squad. 

According to police, the fraud was 
carried out on needy citizens entitled 
to receive apartments with favour- 
able mortgage terms through 
Halamish. the Tel Aviv municipal 

housing company. 

The Jaffa man, a former employee 
of Halamish. allegedly discovered 
jthe names of people entitled to 
J assistance in finding accommodation 
through Halamish. He passed the 
names to another suspect, who is 
said to have obtained power of attor- 
ney from them to apply for mort- 
gages from the bank. The clients 
were said to be mostly illiterate. 

The suspect allegedly used this 
power of attorney to apply for mort- 
gages, which he then diverted to 
' himself. The applicants were left, 
according to the investigation, with- 
out either money or accotnnxxtatkjn. 

’ The third suspect, also from 
Hoion. is an advocate, who re- 
.. portedly carried out the legal work, 
/j. drawing up the contracts. The fraud 
is said to involve hundreds of mil- 
lions of shekels. Several dozen peo- 
ple have complained that they have 
been left without accommodation, and 
have not received any money, 
although they applied for the mort- 
gages to which they were entitled. 
Police are convinced that there are 
many more who have not come for- 
ward. 

Yesterday the three were arrested 
and hundreds of documents found in 
their homes were confiscated by the 
- police. Police say that two of the 
suspects were in possession of vans 
with false number plates and this 
aspect of their activities is also being 
investigated.

Porush resignation may 
signal shift to Labour

TEL AVTV. - With the political 
arena rife with rumours about a deal 
between Labour and at least some of 
the religious parties, the resignation 
of MK Menachem Porush yesterday 
and his onslaught against the Likud 
are seen as indicating some sort of 
movement in the religious camp.

The most significant factor to poli- 
tical observers is Porush’s affiliation 
within Aguda. The two-member 
Aguda faction is divided into the 
Hassidic element represented by 
MK Avraham Shapira and the non- 
Hassidie element represented by 
Porush. The latter group is led by 
Bnei Brak Rabbi Eliezer Shach, who 
also happens to be the mentor of the 
four-MK Sephardi Shas party. 

The non-Hassidim in Aguda and 
Shas were long regarded by Labour 
as the soft underbelly of the Likud- 
led bloc. They are seen as the like- 
liest to strike some sort of a bargain 
with Labour at some stage in the 
game. 

Sources who claim to know Rabbi 
Shach's thinking on the matter told 
The Jerusalem Post last night that 
Rabbi Shach will not look kindly on 
his people taking the initiative in 
breaking the alliance with the Likud. 
Aguda and Shas. according to these 


sources, will not haw the Likud 
orbit on their own and enter into a 
deal with Labour. 

However, explain the sources, 
should the national unity govern- 
ment break up, no matter what the 
pretext, the parties under Rabbi 
Shach's influence will then not go 
into opposition with the Likud, but 
will join a narrow Labour-led coali- 
tion.

Party differences focus on ‘international conference’ 

Labour, Likud deadlocked 
over Peres Knesset speech

The Alignment and Likud 
reached a stalemate in the inner 
cabinet last night, with both par- 
ties refusing to budge from posi- 
tions that may cause a coalition 
crisis, which they would both 
prefer to avoid. 

Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir 
said that the situation was 
“grave.” The Likud's reserva- 
tions about the statements by 
Prime Minister Peres iirthe U.S. 
have narrowed down to a de- 
mand that Peres reject any 
Israeli participation in an inter- 
national peace conference in his 
speech from the Knesset podium 
today. 

This Peres refuses to do. He 


said in a television interview af- 
ter the inner cabinet meeting that 
he would stick to the formula- 
tions he voiced in his UN Gener- 
al Assembly speech when, he 
appears in the Knesset. 

The Likud Knesset Members are 
to meet this morning to decide 
whether to vote with the Alignment 
in the Knesset vote endorsing Peres’ 
statements. Failure to vote with the 
government would be a de facto vote 
of no confidence, Likud sources 
admitted. 

The feeling in both parties is that 
they would rather avoid a crisis, but 
they are not sure how to accomplish 
this without backing down. 

There is also a constitutionally 
awkward situation with the Likud 
ministers' insistently demanding that 
Peres make a certain statement, and 
the prime minister refusing to do so. 


Many of the Likud ministers’ re- 
servations about Peres’ activities 
while in the U.S. (See story below) 
have focused on the premier’s talk 
about international support for 
peace negotiations. Minister without 
Portfolio Moshe Arens said last 
night: “We want to stress chat the 
central issue is to rule out an interna- 
tional conference, which Peres has 
so far refused to do.” 

So in the Knesset tomorrow as 
Likud Knesset members meet they 
will also probably try to seek some 
sort of compromise. Peres' state- 
ment is followed by a debate ex- 
pected to last between four and six 
hours. Only then will there be a vote, 
which leaves plenty of time for nego- 
tiations and internal debates within 
the Likud. 

The Tehiya faction’s motion of 
no-confidence is also due to be voted 
on today. It was tabled last week in 


the light of statements and speeches 
made by Peres in the U.S. 

The debate on the government 
statement will be considered the de- 
bate on the no-confidence motion as 
well, and the vote on the Tehiya 
motion could well emerge as the 
most reliable barometer of par- 
• liamentary support for the national 
unity coalition. 

In an interview with Israel TVs 
Mabat newsreel last- night* the 
. prime minfrtgr said be would not 
change one iota of his UN speech in 
his Knesset statement thus after- 
noon. 

His UN speech did not represent 
any deviation from the coalition 
basic policy guidelines, he said. He 
predicted that no parliamentary cri- 
sis would develop as a result.

Gang holds up Paris museum for 9 world-famous paintings 


PARIS (Reuter). - An armed gang 
yesterday snatched nine of the 
world’s best known Impressionist 
paintings from a Paris museum, stag- 
ing a daylight raid in which they held 
custodians and visitors to the galler- 
ies at pistol point. 

They made off with Claude 
Monet’s -‘Impression, Soleil 

Levant," which gave its name to the 
turn-of-the-century Impressionist 
school. Pierre- Auguste Renoir’s 
“Baigneuses” was also stolen, 
according to Josette Tavera, curator 


of the Marmottan museum. The 
Marmottan is a small museum not 
far from the Bois de Boulogne. 

She could give no immediate esti- 
mate of the Joss but said the Monet 
alone was worth at least 30 million 
francs {more than 53m.) and the 
total could go into billions. 

Police said three gunmen stormed 
the museum in western Paris at 10. 15 
a.m.. made eight duty officers lie on 
the floor and assembled at gunpoint 
some 50 mostly foreign visitors. 

Aided by two or three accomplices 


posing as visitors they unhooked five 
Monets, two Renoirs and works by 
Berthe Morisot and Naruse. 

“They knew exactly »hat they 
were looking for." Tavera said. 

Officials said it would be % ery hard 
to sell such famous paintings, but 
perhaps the gang was acting for a 
connoisseur.

American held 
for spying on 
PLO in Sudan 


KHARTOUM (AP). - Sudanese 
police are holding an American 
citizen who has been accused by 
officials of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization of intercepting 
their communications using a 
radio set. Sudanese newspapers said 
yesterday. 

The PLO representative in Khar- 
toum told reporters he had pre- 
sented a memorandum to the 
Sudanese Foreign Ministry, accusing 
the U.S. of “surveying and monitor- 
ing every Palestinian element in the 
Sudan." 

The newspapers identified the 
American as Alfred Daniel Cle- 
ment, an employee of the Parker oil 
exploration company which is in- 
corporated with Chevron 03 com- 
pany, an affiliate of Standard 03 of 
California. 

They said PLO guards noticed 
Clement parking for a long time 
Friday in front of the PLO office 
which is in the fashionable district of 
Riyadh, on the outskirts of Khar- 
toum. 

When the guards asked why he 
was there, Clement tried to drive 
away but the guards shot at his car's 
tires, caught him and banded him 
over to the police, the papers said. 

The papers said he was using the 
radio communication set while 
standing in front of the PLO office.. 
Interior (police) Minister Abbas 
Medani said yesterday that Clement 
told investigators he was called by 
his company while driving and had to 
stop and hear the message. Medani 
did not say if Clement had been 
charged. 

U.S. Embassy officials and Chev- 
ron officials could not be reached for 
comment. 


Red Cross says 
Israel, SLA 
preventing / 
prisoner visits

BEIRUT (Reuter)? - Israel and its 
militia allies are preventing Red 
Cross visits to scores of prisoners in 
South Lebanon, the International 
Committee of the Red Cross (ICRC) 
said yesterday. 

“The Israelis and the South 
Lebanese Army have made it im- 
possible for us to visit any detainees 
since June. We very much want to 
see these detainees for humanitarian 
reasons.” Reto Meister, ICRC chief 
in Lebanon, told Reuters. 

More than 100 families await word 
of relatives who have disappeared in 
Israel’s border “security zone,” but 
the ICRC has been unable to help, 
he said. 

“Despite contacts on various 
levels in Israel and Lebanon, access 
to these people has been denied,” he 
said. “It is quite well known there is 
still an Israeli presence in South 
Lebanon and that people are being 
detained there.” 

(The IDF Spokesman in Tel Aviv 
would not react to the report, saying 
only that all that occurred in the 
South Lebanese security zone was 
the affair of the South Lebanese 
Army and that the SLA was the 
proper address for any inquiries.) 

Some 120 prisoners, most of them 
Shi'ite Moslems, are held in a former 
Isaefi interrogation centre at Khiam 
village in the eastern sector of the 
border strip, according to indepen- 
dent security sources in the south.

Israeli tank crews enjoy better 
protection than armoured units in any 
other country. This emerges from 
statements by the head of the 
Armoured Corps, Tat-Aluf (Brig.- 
Gen.) Amos Kfctz yesterday mark- 
ing Armoured Corps Day. Katz de- 
scribed the protection afforded tank- 
men by the Israeli-made Merkava 
tank as representing “a revolution in 
the history of tank warfare.” 

During the Lebanese war, Merka- 
va crewmen suffered 50 per cent 
fewer casualties when hit than men 
in other tanks, and the injuries were 
less severe. No Merkava crewman 
suffered bum injuries, and damaged 
tanks were all returned to service. 


The Merkava experience has been 
exploited to upgrade other IDF 
tanks, and all crews now enjoy much 
better protection than heretofore, 
Katz told reporters, Aluf (res.) 
Israel Tal, the father of the Merka- 
va, is overseeing the upgrading and 
today’s American-built M-60 Patton 
and British- built Centurion in the 
IDF are not the Patton and Centu- 
rion of old, said Katz. 

All the t anks have been refitted 
with improved gunnery systems as 
well as better crew protection. 
Ammuni tion has also been up- 



capability. The force had previously 
been operating advanced systems in 
cramped conditions in old bases ori- 
ginally built by the British according 
to World War II requirements.

Porush walks out of ministry, charges Likud betrayal

Deputy Minister of Labour and Social Affairs Menahem 
Porush has resigned, charg in g that “the Likud .didn’t fulfill a 
single part of its coalition agreement with Agudat Yisraei." 

Porush submitted his resignation to Labour and Social 
Affairs Minister Moshe Katsav last Wednesday and has since 
rejected attempts at a compromise by Katsav and Likud leader 
Yitzhak Shamir. There was some question yesterday whether 
the resignation could take effect without having been brought 
before the cabinet, but the deputy attorney general last night 
said Porush’s step was final. 

The resignation of the Agndat Yisraei deputy minister did 
not provoke the finny of coalition bargaining that took place 


when he was dissuaded from his previous resignation attempt in 
March. “We’re stQl in the coalition,” Porush told The Jerusalem 
Post last night, “but we are no longer aligned with the Likud.” 
As in March, Po rush’s decision to resign resulted from his 
dissatisfaction with his role as Katsav' s deputy. Under the 
coalition agreement, Porush’s Agudat Yisraei party was 
guaranteed that he would be deputy minister with the status of 
acting minister of social affairs. In other words, he would run a 
separate ministry- wi thm-a-ministry . 

But under Katsav's plan to merge duplicate departments of 
tiie ministry’s labour and social affairs branches, manpower 
organization and - most important- budget were combined, a 
move Porush felt undercut his independent position. 

“A separate budget director and deputy director-general for 


manpower are essential.” insisted Porush. “Then (in March) 
they promised me everything and I stayed on. Now Fm not 
. interested. There is now great bitterness in Agudat Yisraei 
towards the Likud.” 

Late last night there was ap paren tly a final effort to get Porush 
to change his mind. A ministry spokesman, speaking for 
Katsav, said that Agudat Yisraei MK Avraham Sapbira and 
Justice Minister Moshe Nissim “had worked out an arrange- 
ment acceptable to both Katsav and Porush.” A source said this 
referred to separate budget and manpower directors for 
Porush. 

Porush, however, was adamant: “I am not interested in 
bearing more promises from the Likud. My resignation is 
definitive, final." 


IAF jets attack 2 bases 
in eastern Lebanon

Israel Air Force planes hit two 
terrorist bases near the town of.Bar 
Elias in east Lebanon yesterday 
afternoon. All the planes returned 
safely to base and the pilots reported 
accurate hits, the IDF Spokesman 
announced. 

Initial reports from Beirut gave no 
casualty figures, but Palestinian 
sources in Damascus said “some” 
terrorists were wounded and several 
buildings were damaged in the raids. 

The IDF Spokesman said the ter- 
rorist bases, belonging to the Syrian- 
backed Popular Front for the Li- 
beration of Palestine - General 
Command, contained tanks, 
armoured and other vehicles, and 
ammunition dumps. The bases are 
situated in the Syrian-controlled Be- 
kaa Valley. One, consisting of six 


one-storey structures, was three 
kilometres east of Bar Elias. The 
other, northwest of the town, com- 
prised two bofidings. This was the 
13th IAF raid on terrorist bases in 
Lebanon tins year. 

Syrian military sources in Damas- 
cus said four IAF F-16s and F-15s 
staged the attack at 3:50 p.m. “Our 
air defences confronted them and 
forced them south,” a Syrian official 
was quoted by the Associated Press 
assaying. 

The news agency quoted a PFLP- 
GC official. FadI Shrourou, as 
saying that the raid “would not stop 
commando operations inside the 
occupied territories.” 

Led by Ahmed Jibril, the PFLP- 
GC is a Damascus-backed, dissident 
faction of Yasser Arafat’s Palestine 
liberation Organization.

confirmed that an Arab' youth 
wrongly convicted of rape not only 
served his sentence but was kept in 
jail afterwards. 

A report on the case in Sunday’s 
Jerusalem Post quoted an aide to 
Justice Minister Moshe Nissim as 
saying that the boy “did not serve a 
single day in jafl or detention beyond 
the seven months of the original 
sentence.” 

But the 1 6-year-old Hebron youth 
did serve 26 days more, according to 
Amram Blum, deputy Tel Aviv dis- 
trict attorney, who represented the 
prosecution when it appealed the 
lightness of the youth's seven-month 
sentence. 

Blum says that it was only after the 
District Court increased the sent- 
ence to three years, on April 19, 
1985, that the boy protested his 
innocence. 

It was only then that he said that 
the shoes and undershorts that the 
police had submitted as evidence 
against him were not his. 


Blum says that, although the boy 
is no angel, he was impressed by his 
■ truthfulness . 

According to Blum's tinfe sequ- 
ence, the boy was released on May 
14, 1985, although Mapam MK 
Amira Sartani's parliamentary ques- 
tion stating that be was still being 
held in detention was submitted on 
June 17. (But Justice Minister 
Moshe Nissim did not correct her 
when he replied on October 22.) . 

Blum says the boy was held for the 
26 days from April 19 (when the 
district court increased the sentence 
and he protested his innocence) to 
May 14 for two reasons: to e xamine 
the shorts, and because the boy 
could not raise bond. 

Blum stresses that from the time 
he heard the boy’s claim of mistaken 
identification be cooperated with 
court-appointed counsel to win a 
Supreme Court reversal 

Since the boy was held for 26 extra 
days, the question, dismissed by the 
minister’s aide as irrelevant, still 
stands: how does the state compen- 
sate him?

The Brazilians, 21-9 losers to 
Argentina in Saturday’s match, still 
are 15 victory points ahead of 
second-placed Israel, a 20-10 victor 
in its match with Indonesia. Argenti- 
na, 22 points behind their South 
American rivals, still remains in con- 
tention for one of two spots in the 
semifinals. (The U.S., representing 
North America, and European 
champion Austria, have advanced 
automatically to the semifinals). 

In other matches. New Zealand 
defeated Canada 22-8, and Vene- 
zuela scored 18 for a bye. Standings 
after 12 matches: 1. Brazil, 225; 2. 
Israel, 210; 3. Argentina, 203; 4. 
Indonesia,. 178; 5. Canada, 167; 6. 
Venezuela. 154; 7. New Zealand, 
148. 

In the Venice Cup women’s com- 
petition, Britain holds a slim lead 
over Taiwan, Australia, and U.S. 
Team Two in the race for two semi- 
final berths. (U.S. Team One and 
France are the automatic semifinal- 
ists.)

Foreign 
debt up

Israel's foreign debt totalled 
$23394 million at the end of June. 
$229m. more than at the end of the 
previous quarter the Bank of Israel 
announced yesterday. 

The bank’s figures showed that in 
the first quarter foreign liabilities 
had decreased by $271m. Thus dur- 
ing the first half of 1985 there was a 
reduction in the foreign debt of some : 
S42m. 

The overall term-structure of the 
debt remained unchanged in the 
second quarter of the year. Short 
term liabilities continued at some 15 
percent of the total obligations, with 
mid-and long-term debts represent- 
ing 85 per cent. 

But the sectoral structure of liabi- 
lities underwent some change, as the 
government paid back some of its 
stent term debts and the banking 
system took short-term loans 
abroad. 

The Bank of Israel figures showed 
that since the end of 1984 and until 
die end of June the government's 
short-term debts to commercial 
banks abroad went down from 
SlS7m. to S53m. 

The commercial banks, on the 
other hand, increased their short- 
term debt during the first half of 1985 
by some S220m. These debts totalled 
some S2.6b. at the end of June. 

Government officials confirmed 
yesterday that Israel will receive 
SI. 2b. in regular American grants 
for fiscal year 1986 by the end otthc . > 
year. Israel bad already received ' - 
$750 million in emergency aid in 
September over and above the “reg- 
ular" aid and will get a similar sum in 
spring 1986. 

On the other hand, from the cen- 
tral bank figures it emerges that 
Israel mil have to repay some $lh. in 
principal and interest during the last 
quarter of the year and some $3.2b. 
during 1986.

Unable to achieve their target dur- 
ing die summer recess, students re- 
taliated by boycotting the start of the 
academic year which commenced at 
the Techmon on October 13 and at 
other universities on October 20. 
The boycott is to be lifted slightly 
today at the Hebrew University, 
where the student union is permit- 
ting students to attend preparatory 
courses (Mechina). 

The students' demand for lower 
tuition was due to be discussed at 
yesterday’s cabinet meeting, but 
Tsur. who met with Peres prior to 
' the meeting, agreed to remove the 
subject from the overcrowded agen- 
da. 

Students kept a low profile yester- 
day and were careful not to antago- 
nize the authorities. 

' j* The Histadrnt decided on Friday 
Y to support the stand taken by the 
National Union of Students and 
proposed that a way be found to peg 
the level of tuition fees to commun- 
ity work voluntarily undertaken by 
students in deprived neighbour- 
hoods and development towns.

Kiiyat Shmona Mayor 
Prosper Azran called for an assem- 
bly of development town unem- 
ployed SO that the gravity of the 
situation would be brought home to 
the government and the public. 




Ethiopian Jew sues Addis Ababa for $26, 267 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - An Ethiopian Jewish immigrant, 
who settled here in 1978, is suing Ethiopia for 526,267 
which he claims it owes turn. 

Yehi Simon Madmoo, who filed suit in the District 
Court here, said that when the Communists took power 
in Ethiopia in 1976 they confiscated all his property, 
which he claims was worth hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 

Madmon claims that the Ethiopian government 
agreed to pay him $250 a month as compensation, and 
says he has- a signed and stamped document to prove it. 
The government paid him between 1976-78, be says, 
when he was still in Ethiopia.

“In my wildest dreams I never 
imagined that the horrors I witnes- 
sed in pre-war Germany, with swas- 
tikas and slogans like ‘Jews out’ 
painted on Jewish-owned shops, 
would occur here in Israel," a Holo- 
caust survivor said yesterday. 

Acre Mayor Eli De Castro has 
added his voice to those condemning 
the anti-Semitic graffiti, and said 
that the municipality and the secur- 
ity forces regard the act with the 
utmost severity and will act harshly 
and uncompromisingly with those 
elements attempting to upset the 
coexistence between the Jewish and 
Arab communities. “We, both Jews 
and Arabs, are disgusted by this act. 
The extremists responsible will not 
succeed in disrupting the coexistence 
we’ve built here over the past 33 
years," he said. 

Giant blue swastikas were painted 
on the doors of Jewish owned shops 
in the city's old quarter, as well as 
slogans such as “We’re all PLO,” 
and “We’re aQ Palestinians." . ;»

Campaign planned to negate 
‘Zionism is racism’ ruling

Israel and the Zionist movement 
will next month attempt to neutral- 
ize the infamous UN resolution of 
1975 equating Zionism with racism, 
possibly by pushing for the passage 
of a new resolution condemning 
anti-Semitism. 

P lans to culminate a year of activ- 
ity in opposition to the resolution, 
number 3379, passed on November 
10 a decade ago, were outlined 
yesterday in a press conference by 
Uzi Narkiss, chairman of the World 
Zionist Organization’s information 
department. 

Narkiss, who was asked by die 
WZO to launch an anti-resolution 
campaign a year ago, admitted to 
reporters in Jerusalem’s Beit Agron 
that his activities had come nine 
years too late. But it was better late 
than never. 

On November 11, Narkiss is to 
present UN Secretary-General 
Perez de Cuellar in New York with a 
petition against Resolution 3379, 
signed by over 800 personalities 
from throughout the Western world, 
including a former president of Bra- 
zil. well-known authors from Peru 
and Sweden, the prime minister and 
foreign minis ter of Australia, the 
cardinal of Paris and the former 


president of France . 

Id addition, all the members of the 
U.S. Senate and House trf Repre- 
sentatives signed the petition, after 
having passed a congressional re- 
solution a few months ago conde- 
mning any linkage between Zionism 
and racism. 

As proof that Israel acts contrary 
io racist principles Zionist federa- 
tions in every free country are to 
mall to the UN a total of 250,00(1 
postcards showing a black and a 
white arm with fingers intertwined, a 
symbol of Israel’s absorption of 

15.000 Ethiopian Jewish immig- 
rants. 

President Chaim Herzog, who as 
Israel's UN ambassador tore up the 
resolution in the General Assembly 
10 years ago. will take part in the 
effort. 

Although the UN has never abro- 
gated a resolution it has passed since 
its founding 40 years ago, there is 
some possibility, if remote, that it 
would abolish Resolution 3379, if 
pressure mounts. However, even if it 
does not, Israel hopes that a new 
resolution will “take the air out of 
the sails" of the Zionism equals 
racism resolution. A resolution 
against anti-Semitism could be 
worded to make Resolution 3379 
obsolete.

New cancer treatment centre opened in Haiti

HAIFA. - Between 220-250 new 
cases of cancer per 100,000 popula- 
tion are discovered each year in 
Israel, Prof. Eliezer Robinson, 
director of the Oncology Institute at 
the Rambam Hospital told reporters 
yesterday. 

The cure rate, using modem treat- 
ment was as high as 80 per cent in 
cases where the disease was di- 
agnosed in its early stages. But he 
emphasized that, since most cancer 
patients are diagnosed when the dis- 
ease is already advanced, the overall 
recovery rate was only 45 per cent. 

Robinson, speaking at the inau- 
guration of the new $2.5 million 


Oncology Centre. at the hospital, 
s ai d the most common cancers were 
found in the digestive tract, lungs 
and breasts. 

Although the number of -people 
suffering from the disease has been 
stable during the past year, there has 
been an increase in the percentage of 
women with lung cancer, which he 
said was mainly due to smoking. 

The centre receives about 1,600 
patients every year - about 50 of 
them children - compared to 300 
when the oncology department was 
first opened 17 years ago. The 
chances of recovery of children were 
much higher than for adults, he said. 

The Oncology Centre, which 
serves a population of one million 


1 people in Haifa and the north, is the 
first of its kind in the country. It is 
connected to the European Centre 
'for the Research and Treatment of 
Cancer from which it receives new 

• medications.

State of siege continues 

Alfonsin fights against alleged plot

BUENOS AIRES (Reuter). - The 
Argentine government said yester- 
day it saw a threat of anarchy in court 
rulings that, despite a state of siege, 
have freed from detention seven 
people suspected of being involved 
in a right-wing bombing campaign . 

Justice Minister Carlos Alconada 
Aramburu said the courts' freeing of 
the seven , who were held under state 
of siege regulations, hampered 
efforts to stop the bombings. 

“Those freed can continue con- 
spiring," he told reporters. 

The Federal Appeals Court was 
holding an unusual Sunday session 
on a government appeal which 
claimed that the courts' decisions 
could lead to “a situation of uncon- 
trollable anarchy.*’ 

President Raul Alfonan’s two- 


year-old civilian government im- 
posed a state of siege on Friday after 
courts overruled earlier arrest orders 
on a total of 12 people, seven of them 
military officers. 

Five of the 12, including a 
cashiered general who once headed 
Argentina's largest army corps, were 
never held. 

The bombings coincided with 
campaigning for congressional elec- 
tions on November 3 and the dosing 
stages of the trial of nine former 
military leaders over the disappear- 
ance of up to 9,000 people in the 
1976-83 “dirty war** against leftist 
guerrillas. 

One person has died in the cam- 
paign, in which bombs were planted 
at the homes of military officers and 
government officials and telephone 


threats forced the evacuation of 
schools. 

Judge Luis Velazco on Saturday 
ordered the release of six of the 
alleged conspirators, saying Alfon- 
sin had overstepped the bounds of 
his constitutional powers by failing 
to support the legitimacy of the 
arrests with any evidence. 

Another judge early yesterday re- 
peated Velazco's arguments in 
ordering the release of the last of the 
detained men. 

Under a state of siege, civil liber- 
ties such as the right to appear before 
a judge within 24 hours of arrest are 
suspended. 

However. Velazco cited a reform 
in die habeas corpus law that was 
passed since Alfonsin took office in 
December 1983 and which allows

judges to review presidential arrest 
orders and dedde if they are valid. 

Opposition leaders have praised 
Alfonsin's handling of the affair 
although some accused him of using 
the crisis to bolster the chances of his 
Radical Party in the elections.

He also cast a separate 
ballot for a parliamentary race in a 
dusty yard outside a polling place in 
suburban Dar Es Salaam. 

Some 400 people, about half of 
them spectators and half of them 
waiting in line for about an hour to 
vote, cheered, clapped and chanted 


“CCM, CCM," for the ruling Cha- 
ma Gha Mapinduzi (Revolutionary 
Party), as Nyerere and his wife, 
Maria, stepped from a Mercedes 
Benz limousine to vote. 

Mwinyi was president of Zanzi- 
bar. vice-chairman of Tanzania's ml- , 
ing party and first vice-president tg[ “ 
Nyerere when the CCM chose him.'' 
oil August 15 as presidential candi- ‘ 
date.

Kurdish fighters kill 9 Turkish soldiers 


.ANKARA (Reuter). — Kurdish 
guerrillas who killed nine soldiers id 
a raid on a. gendarmerie post in 
southeast Turkey Saturday are bef 
heved to have escaped into Iraqi 
Turkish newspapers said yesterday.; 

The rebels used automatic 
weapons and rockets in the night 
raid at Andie village in Hakkari 
province, killing nine privates and 
injuring two, they said. The gendar- 
merie is the policing branch of the 


armed forces. 

It was the worst incident in 14 
months of clashes between troops 
and rebels seeking an autonomous 
Kurdish state, in which 75 soldiers. 
108 guerrillas and 66 civilians have 
been killed. 

The mountaiuous border region 
has often foiled the attempts of 
troops to hunt down the rebels, 
giving them an ideal environment in 
which to hide. 


WASHINGTON (AP). - Vice- 
President George Bush has joined 
those in the U.S. government ex- 
pressing concern about the threat of 
a Communist takeover in the Philip- 
pines. 

But Bush said in on interview 
Friday he can’t be sure President 
Ferdinand Marcos would adopt the 
political and economic reforms 
Washington is urging on him. 

“We are concerned." Bush said in 
the interview. “[ can’t quantify that 
concern, but T think that ail the 
leaders of the. . .Pacific rim countries 
have common ground on this.” 

“Obviously . we do not want to see 
an unfriendly Communist takeover 
there.” Bush said. 

' Other administration officials, in- 
cluding senior officials in the Penta- 
gon and the State Department, have 
w*amed publicly that the Commun- 
ists could be in a position to seize 
power in three to five years if present 
trends continue. 

U.S. officials have said publicly 
they want Marcos to institute politic- 
al reforms to help assure ”a free and 
fair election” for president in 1987 
whether Marcos seeks reelection or 
not. 

Privately, they also want econo- 
mic reforms to curb what they say is 
rampant corruption by Marcos’s 
friends that has hurt the economy 
and which works to alienate the 
business sector. 

Houphouet ensured 
another term in 
Jvoty Coast vote 

ABIDJAN (Reuter). - In a year 
which has seen two of Africa’s veter- 
an leaders announce they would step 
down, voters in the Ivory Coast 
yesterday began the formality of 
giving 80-year-old President Felix 
Houphouet-Boigny another five 
years in power. 

Houphouet is standing unopposed 
for a sixth term and political analysts 
say he is certain to get a huge vote of 
support from Ivorians who affec- 
tionately refer to him as “Le Vieux” 
(The Old Man). 

His derision to stand again con- 
trasts with that of Siaka Stevens of 
Sierra Leone, also 80, and 63-year- 
old Julius Nyerere of Tanzania, who 
are handing over power this year. 

But the move was widely expected 


Marcos has released the equiva- 
lent of more than $27 million for the 
fight against Communist rebels and 
ordered reforms is a paramilitary 
force notorious for abuses, the pres- 
idential palace said Saturday. 

An official news release said Mar- 
cos decided on the measures during a 
meeting Friday night with bis top 
generals and provincial and regional 
military commanders. 

The palace said the money was to

The protesters were unable to 
reach Malacanang Palace, however, 
as they were blocked by two fire- 
trucks and a barricade of barbed 
wire on Mendiola Bridge, 300 
metres from the palace gates. 

The demonstrators were protest- 
ing the killing last Monday of two 
youths during another anti- 
government demonstration. For an 
hour, they denounced Marcos along 
with U.S. support for his 20-year 
rule.

Salvador guerrillas snatch former top security official 


SAN SALVADOR (AP). - Colonel 
Napoleon Avalos, the former head 
of security at El Salvador’s presiden- 
tial palace, was kidnapped Saturday 
as be arrived at his farm east of the 
capital, authorities Said. 

Avalos, about 43, currently is 
director of the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority. The army press office 
said he was seized by about 10 men 
and taken away in a white truck. 


The farm is near the town of 
Cojutepeque. about 31 kms east of 
San Salvador. No group claimed 
responsibility for the abduction, 
which occurred as Avalos arrived to 
pay his workers. 

Several guerrilla groups fighting 
the U.S. -backed government of 
President Jose Napoleon Duarte are 
known to operate in the area. 

On Tuesday, Duarte's govern- 


ment and the rebels agreed to a swap 
of kidnap .victims, wounded rebels 
and political prisoners. 

The rebels released Duarte’s 
daughter, Ines Guadalupe Duarte 
Duran, 35, Mid one of her friends on 
Thursday. Both women had been 
held for 44 days after being kidnap- 
ped in San Salvador. 

At least 23 kidnapped mayors 
were also freed by the leftists. 


Duarte’s government guaranteed 
safe passage for 96 wounded guerril- 
las, who have since left the country, 
and agreed to free 22 political pris- 
oners. 

Duarte told reporters Avalos’s 
abduction showed 'They (the guer- 
rillas) have lost reason. They have 
lost die war and they are willing to do 
things that show that they do not 
care what the world thinks. "

NEW DELHI (AP). - Indian Prime 
! Minister Rajiv Gandhi, returning 
yesterday from a surprise visit to 
Moscow, praised the Soviet Union's 
nuclear arms proposal as “very good 
and positive” and said Washington 
should consider it seriously at next 
month’s superpower summit. 

Gandhi, speaking to reporters on 
arrival, also indirectly criticized U .S. 


He supported Moscow’s attempt 
to .strictly limit the summit talks to 
disarmament, saying, “disarmament 
is the primary issue which is thre- 
atening the world today. We feel 
that disarmament must be the prim- 
ary issue for that conference. Every- 
thing else is diverting the atten- 
tion...” 

Commenting on Soviet leader 


efforts to include human rights and Mikhail Gorbachev’s recent propos- 
Afghamstan in next month’s summit al for a total ban on space weapons 
in Geneva. and a 50 per cent cut in strategic 


arsenals, Gandhi said, “We feel it is 
a very good and positive proposal... 
it must be looked at serioitsly and 
considered seriously.” 

The prime minister, who bad been 
scheduled to return here Saturday 
from the Netherlands, broke with 
his itinerary and went to Moscow for 
unscheduled talks with Gorbachev. 

Gandhi left Moscow for New De- 
lhi early yesterday. The official news 
. agency Tass said Gandhi and his wife 
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Sonia were seen off at Moscow air- 
port by Premier Nikolai Ryzhkov. 

Tass gave no details of Gandhi’s 
talks with Gorbachev other than to 
say that bilateral relations and inter- 
national problems were discussed, 
with Gorbachev drawing attention 
to Soviet arms proposals and Gandhi 
noting the importance of those sug- 
gestions. 

Gandhi also said he discussed In- 
dia’s border dispute with Chinese 
Premier Zhao Ziyang in New York 
earlier. The .relationship between 
the two strained Asian giants "will 
definitely improve," he said. 

U.S. C ommunis t Party 
founder dead at 87 

NEW YORK (AP). - William W. 
Weinstone, a founding member of 
the Communist Party in the United 
States and a longtime labour orga- 
nizer, has died at age 87. 

Weinstone, who died last Tuesday 
at LaGuardia Hospital, helped 
found the Communist Party in 1919 .

New York. 

Weinstone helped organize gar- 
ment, textile, automobile and sub- 
way workers.

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Seasonal refresher 


GARDENER’S CORNER / Walter Fraokl 
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tTS RAINING! At last, the antici- 
pated yore, the first seasonal rain, 
came down around the country, 
blessed by all gardeners and fanners. 

When I woke up early last Sunday, 
I faced a dflcaana over what to do 
first: visit the. garden or listen to the 
Israel Australia soccer match on the 
radio. 

Not that I do not enjoy sports, bat 
gardening is nearer to my heart, so I 
went outside first 

There was no damage to the gar- 
den — • * - 
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trenches functioned satisfactorily. 
The rain removed the dust and dirt 
from trees and shrubs and the whole 
garden looked fresh and shining as 
never before. Many rosebuds 
opened overnight and chrysanthe- 
mums started to show their colour. 

The last carmine-red flowers of 
canna lilies and the orange and yel- 
low of still blooming marigolds (ta- 
getes) , together with the Elac flowers 
of Salvia officinalis are the focus 
points in my autumn garden. The 
different shades of green became 
much more viable after the rain and 
made the garden altogether more 
shiny, more decorative and more 
interesting. 

Tomatoes and peppers of diffe- 
rent species, planted in tins during 
July and August, are still ripening in 
abundance. This is especially impor- 
tant at a time of exorbitant vegetable 
prices. The readers who followed my 
advice during the summer and 
planted edibles should now be en- 
joying their precious harvest. 

Herhs. Due to summer planting I 
have sufficient culinary herbs in tee 
garden to last until winter. All grow 
in light, pressed-foam containers 
known as kal~karboxes. First I place 
them in half shade and, when fully 
germinated, I move them into full 
s unshine . 

To enjoy kitchen spices during the 
cold winter months, you can now 
sow the following herbs: parsley, 
dill, oelery, coriander, basil, thyme, 
marjoram, borage, chervil, fennel, 
gardener ess, mustard, savory and 
estragon. Chives are not so easy to 
grow. I use onion bulblets instead of 
them. They too may be set out in 
autumn. 

You can buy mint (peppermint) 
seed, but it is quicker and easier to 
get some rooted cuttings (sidespr- 
outs) for best results. 

Some of these herbs, like mustard 
4ndcress^ will be ready foruseqn less 
than a fortnight^ as will tbe green 
onion. ■ 

Other herbs, like celery or pars- 
ley, will take a month or more to 
germinate. Do not wait* Get herb 
seeds from seed shops or garden 
centres and sow. them just now be- 
fore the strong, long-lasting winter 
rains begin. You'll have sufficient 
spices for seasoning and dressing 
your salads, soups and meat and fish 
dishes throughout the winter. Most 
of the herbs are winter-hard and 
even frost and occasional snow will 
do them no harm. 

I always say that a good gardener 
should also be a good cook and a 
good flower arranger. As with 
gardening, these drills take time to 
learn but you have to try and to 
experiment. 

Hills and plains. I envy all amateur 
gardeners residing dose to the 
Mediterranean coast. They are able 
to work in the garden again a f$w 
hours after the rain stops, while we 
in Jerusalem and other hills need a 
ramless period of at least eight to 10 
days to let our heavy clay soil be- 
come workable again. 

I hope we shall have a more or less 
dry first half of November, because 
there are good reasons for fall- 
planting. 

AH, FALL! The time of chrysanthe- 
mums, of raking dry leaves and pine . 
needles, of putting away lawn mow- 
ers and other equipment. But that is 
not all. For many good gardeners, it 
is also a time for planting. Beyond 
planting spring-flowering bulbs, au- 
tumn is also ideal for planting or 
transplanting many other peren- 
nials, shrubs and trees. 

Conditions in autumn encourage 
root growth. With no flowers Or.new 
leaves developing, and no top 
growth occurring, the plants' prim- 
ary f uncti on is root development. 
That's exactly what a newly set or 
re-set plant needs most. 

By contrast, when planting is done 
in spring, the plant must immediate- 
ly send out foliage and Bowers, put- 
ting heavy demands on the reduced 
root system. Roots do not develop as

fast during the spring as in the fell.v 
and when s umme r warms the soil, 
root growth almost stops. The fell- 
planted specimen becomes estab- 
lished better and faster. Although 
air temperatures in autumn axe cool, 
preventing top growth, the soil al- 
ways stays warm into early winter 
and roots keep on growing. It is 
important, therefore, to plant as 
early as possible in fall, so plants will 
be well established by winter, reduc- 
ing chances of damage from wind or 
alternate freezing and thawing. 

Hedges. Autumn is a good time to 
plant shrubs for hedges. Some ever- 
green plants are available at nursex- 
ies in tins or plastic bags and others 
^i-are sold bare-rooted, 
i V - A wide range of plants can be used 
to suit most sides, conditions and soil 
types. 

What to plant The choice of 
planting will depend on the type of 
hedge needed - evergreen or de- 
ciduous - the height required and 
whether it will be ornamental or a 
fence for privacy and for keeping out 
intruders. Preparation for planting 
should be well carried out as the 
hedge will stay in the same spot for 
many years. The soil should be dug 
and manured well and should be free 
from perennial weeds, because the 
hedge wQI be there for many years. 
(See box.) 

Raspberry and blackberry hedges 
are very popular in Europe and 
America (see illustration). These 
evergreen have two advantages: 
when grown they make an inpenetr- 
able fence and they wifl provide you 
with tasty fruit in summer. Plant 
berry cuttings now dose to a garden 
fence (50 centimetres apart) and 
enjoy a perennial, fruit-bearing bor- 
der for your garden. 

THE COMPOST HEAP. Packaged 
compost is quite expensive today, 
costing between IS3000 and IS5000 
or more per sack. The other week, I 
took about 20 bags of excellent, well 
rotted, dark garden compost without 
spending a single agora for it. A - 
similar quantity of this precious stuff 
remains in the hole for later use. It is 
so simple - so economical. It took 
less than half a year to change our 
discarded garden and household re- 
fuse to a complete organic fertilizer 
of highest quality. 


Producing your own compost is i 
ecessary because farmyard manure 
5 difficult to obtain in town. Added 
o heavy sod, compost will help to 
lold moisture. For sandy soil, it will 
provide the essential plantfood. It 
can also be used as a mulch around 
fruit trees, rose bushes and perennial 
ornamentals. Shovel into your flow- 
er and vegetable beds in autumn one 
bucketful of coihpost for every 
square metre. 

How to make compost. Vegetable, 
plant and household refuse, such as 
carrot, radish and cabbage leaves, 
pea stems and pods, dried leaves and 
pine needles, hedge dippings, lawn 
cuttings, weeds, used tea bags, 
crushed eggshells, torn-up newspap- 
ers, faded flower arrangements, etc. 

light occasional dressings with 
sulphate of ammonia and, finally, a 
cover of soil (about. 3 to 4 cen- 
timetres thick) will hasten the pro- 
cess.

FINE ARTS QUARTET (Jmmtefli Theatre, 
October 24), Meatf* Sttbg Quartet in D. 
K.421; Debase Quartet la O minor; Verdi: 
String Qimrtef in E minor; Beethoven: Quartet 
b E-Oat, Opm 127. 

AN EXCITING and exhausting 
programme of four quartets - and 
each a special work with its own 
qualities - were performed with bril- 
liance in all aspects, provingthe Fine 
Arcs Quartet to be at the top of its 
field. One runs out of superlatives to 
describe its technical flawlessness 
and often breathtaking precision. 
There were beautiful sonorities in 


every mood and attention to minute 
detail without any loss of large lines 
or continuity. 

It was one of those rare evenings 
when the critic succumbs to unre- 
served enjoyment of the music. And 
whatmusic! 

The choice of quartets also, said 
much about the special character of. 
the present Fine Arts Quartet: no 
easy pieces and no compromises to 
please popular taste. The Mozart 
quartet contradicts the common con- 
ception of the .composer, as easy- 
going arid playful. Its dark colours, . 
continuously shifting chromaticisms, 
and masterful counterpoints provide 
the texture for the brooding and 
tragic mood prevailing throughout. 

Debussy’s Quartet (though titled 
No.l, he never wrote another) is 
opus 10, penned in 1893. Its form 
and texture point far into the 20th 
cm fury. Difficult to follow and most 
difficult to perform, it is a great work 
to be appreciated by the connois- 


seur. On the other hand, Verdi’s 
only string qnartet (1873) is in a way 
quite a curiosity. Somehow the 
musical content leaves one rather 
unmoved - no wonder that Verdi 
never returned to tins form. And, 
finally, the Beethoven opus 127 -the 
first string-quartet composed after a 
break of 14 years, which keeps to 
tradition only in that it is written in 
four movements. Sudden shifts in 
dynamics, surprising key changes, 
exploitation of extreme registers on 
the first violin and the .cello are 
typical of the late quartets. The 
Adagio, one of the longest slow 
movements Beethoven wrote, sug- 
gests the Adagio of his Ninth Sym- 
phony; the Scherzo is fun of his- 
sardonic humour. The Finale ram- 
bles, putting great strain on perfor- 
mers. and listeners alike. That the 
music came across as it did is due to 
the overwhelming performance of 
the Fine Arts people. A memorable 
occasion: 


IN THE Supreme Court sitting as 
the High Court-of Justice before the 
president.

AT SOME time between June 6, 
1967, and September of that year, 
the petitioner infiltrated illegally 
into Israeli-occupied territory. 

He was residing in Gaza at the 
time of a census conducted there at 
the beginning of September 1967. 
Since he did not then disclose to the 
authorities that be had infiltrated 
after the Six Day War, he was given 
an identity card as a resident of the 
area. 

On September 26, 1967, he was 
arrested for terrorist activity. He 
admitted that he had infiltrated ille- 
gally and gave the police a detailed 
description of ins movements before 
and after his infiltration. 

The petitioner was convicted and 
sentaioed to 15 years imprisonment. 

On May 24, 1976. while the peti- 
tioner was still in prison, a deporta- 
tion order was issued against him. 
Shortly before his release on 
September 23, 1982, he petitioned 
the High Court of Justice for can- 
cellation of this order. However, 
before the case was concluded, the 
order was cancelled by the respon- 
dent himself, who at the same time 
limited the petitioner to residing in a 
particular area. 

On the basis of this cancellation 
and by consent of both parties, the 
petition to court was dismissed. On 
March 6, 1984, the respondent de- 
cided to cancel the petitioner's per- 
mit to remain in Israeli-administered 
territory and again to order his de- 
portation. The petitioner then 
moved that the High Court of Justice 
order Chat his identity card be reis- 
sued to him and restrain the respon- 
dent from issuing a new deportation 
order against him. 

THE JUDGMENT of the court was 
given by Justice Meir Shamgar. In 
regard to the petitioner’s identity 
card, he said, counsel had argued 
that in fact die petitioner had not 
infiltrated illegally, but had lived in 
Gaza at the time of the Six Day War. 
He had also contended that even if 
the petitioner was an infiltrator.

since he had been given an identity 
card he could not be deponed. 
Counsel had also .argued that once 
he had cancelled the May 1976 de- 
portation order, the respondent was 
not entitled to change his mind and 
again issue such an order. 

Justice Shamgar then examined 
the frets relating to the petitioner's 
residence in Gaza and concluded 
that his own statements to the police 
at the time of his arrest made it 
abundantly dear that he had infil- 
trated iDegally after the Six Day 
War. Moreover, the court president 
said, an identity card in itself confer- 
red no status on the person holding 
it. Its purpose was purely statistical 
and it bad no effect whatever on the 
consequences of the petitioner's 
illegal infiltration. 

In addition to these factors, the 
petitioner had committed an offence 
in deceiving the authorities at the 
time of the census and concealing the 
truth about his infiltration. A peti- 
tioner to the High Court of Justice 
must have dean hands and cannot 
rely on an act of impersonation be- 
fore state officials. 

The respondent had stated, the 
President continued, that he had 
cancelled the first deportation order 
in the hope that the petitioner would 
mend his ways. The petitioner, 
however, had renewed his activities 
against the state, and for that reason 
the temporary residence permit 
granted to him bad been rescinded, 
and the deportation order would be 
reissued. 

The petitioner had argued that the 
true reason for the revival of the 
deportation order was his refusal to 
make certain declarations deman- 
ded of him. 

Justice Shamgar then cited Israeli 
and American precedents on the 
question of the degree of proof re- 
quired to justify a statutory authority 
exercising its power to restrict the 
freedom of the individual. It was not 
necessary, he held, that the evidence 


be admissible in court. Evidence, 
therefore, which in court would re- 
quire corroboration, could be retied 
upon by the authority, though it was 
uncorroborated. 

The evidence necessary, in gener- 
al. was such as a reasonable man 
would find sufficient to justify his 
derision, having regard for the sub- 
ject matter, the facts and the person 
who furnished them. The evidence 
necessary for the issue of a deporta- 
tion order must be clear, unambi- 
guous and convincing. 

Justice Shamgar then examined in 
detail the evidence before the re- 
spondent. and concluded that there 
was ample material to justify his 
decision. 

THE NEXT question, the president 
continued, was whether the respon- 
dent's decision to cancel the pre- 
vious deportation order precluded 
him from issuing a second order. 
Counsel had also argued that the 
court's dismissal of the petitioner’s 
previous application on the basis of 
that cancellation, and by consent of 
the parties, was final, so that the 
coun, too, could not deal with the 
same matter again. 

Justice Shamgar then cited En- 
glish authorities dealing with coun- 
sel's second argument above and 
concluded that an agreement be- 
tween the parties confirmed by the 
court which acted as a bar to renew- 
ing the litigation was one in which 
the parties “had settled between 
themselves" the issues upon which 
the court had been called upon to 
decide. 

It was true that in the present case 
the parties had agreed to the dismis- 
sal of the application, but that was 
only because the deportation order 
had been cancelled. Nothing had 
been settled by that agreement as to 
the facts argued by the petitioner or 
the reasonableness of the deporta- 
tion order. 

There had been no admission by 


the respondent that the order was in 
any way defective and the rights of 
the petitioner had been in no way 
affected by the court's decision. That 
decision, therefore, did not bar the 
court from ruling on the validity of 
the deportation order now consi- 
dered. 

The Final question, said Justice 
Shcpigar. was whether an adminis- 
trative authority was entitled to 
change a previous decision so as to 
worsen the situation of the indi- 
vidual concerned. In this regard, 
there were generally two conflicting 
interests - that of the individual to 
retain his rights under the first deci- 
sion and that of the authority to 
protect the public welfare. The au- 
thority must not be permitted to 
exceed its statutory powers, but it 
may also not be restrained in adv- 
ance from exercising them. 

THE PRESIDENT then considered 
several Supreme Court precedents. 
He emphasized the need to protect 
the rights of the individual from 
capricious changes of attitude by the 
authorities. However, the public in- 
terest must not be sacrificed. 

Generally, a change of attitude 
based only upon a reconsideration of 
the same material would not be 
sanctioned. Where, however, the 
reconsideration became necessary in 
the public interest because of new 
fans or consequences of the pre- 
vious decision which demanded a 
reassessment of the situation, the 
hands of the administration would 
not be tied. This applied, of course, 
with greater force in matters of 
security affecting human life. 

Where it appeared that the pre- 
vious derision was mistaken and had 
created real danger, a reassessment 
of the position became not only 
permissible but obligatory. 

In the present case, Justice Sham- 
gar concluded, the respondent’s re- 
consideration of the case was justi- 
fied and there was no reason for 
interfering with his derision. 

For the above reasons, the ap- 
plication was dismissed. 

Advocates Lea Zemel and Avig- 
dor Feldman appeared for the appli- 
cant and advocate Renato Yarak, 
director of the High Court division 
of the State Attorney's Office, for 
the respondent. 

The judgment was given on 
February 17. 1985.

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Free Trade Area pact with ILS. in its first crisis 

Bed sheet quota is acid test of pact

TEL AVIV. - The acid test of the 
effectiveness of the Free T rade Area 
Agreement between Israel and the 
U.S. - which took effect only on 
September 1 - will be the proposed 
American “quota*' on Israeli' 
produced cotton bed sheets. 

This is stated by Moshe Nahum, 
head of the foreign trade and inter- 
national relations division of the 
Manufacturers Association, who 
points out that ‘'either we have a free 
trade agreement or not. And if the 
Americans start imposing anti-free 
trade regulations - such as imposing 
a quota - then they have taken the 
first step in eroding the true meaning 
of the agreement. The cotton sheet 
quota is considered by many to be 
the first step in imposing other 
quotas." 

Nahum noted that all the textile 
and apparel manufacturers were 
very apprehensive. All of them had 
begun eyeing the U.S. market, and 
suddenly, they were hesitant about 
signing contracts. 

Two individual factors convinced 
the Americans to talk of imposing a 
cotton.sheet quota. UndeT the inter- 
nal multi-fibre arrangement preva- 


lent in the U.S., any import which 
constitutes one per cent or more of 
the American market, is seen as 
causing unemployment and this 
rings a warning bell. 

“But there is no proof whatsoever 
that we have hurt any American 
worker or any American factory in 
die past, nor will our future ship- 
ments do so. Thus there was no 
reason to talk about a quota.” 
Nahum said. 


How did Israeli cotton sheets 
reach such a large percentage of 
U.S. purchases - for one per cent is a 
huge figure if the entire U.S. market 
is taken as a whole? The explanation 
is simple. American housewives 
don't like to iron sheets. And for 
years they have been buying multi- 
fibre sheets which are quite wriofc- 
Ieproof, But meanwhile, the Israelis 
developed a cotton sheet which has 
so few wrinkles, that no ironing is 
needed, American housewives be- 
gan to buy the Israeli product instead 
of the multi-fibre American sheet. 

“This is the entire stoiy.” Nahum 
says. 

Local textile and apparel manu- 
facturers had high hopes that the 
Free Trade Area deal would give 


their industry a boost. The industry 
reached its peak in 1980, with pro- 
duction m all fields, including leath- 
er, reaching 5466 million. Then it 
began to drop, to $352m, in 1982, to 
- $344m. in 1983, and S369m. in 1984. 
No figures for the current year are 
available. 

What is interesting is that in the 
past few years all textile exports to 
the U.S. constituted less foam 10% 
of Israel's total textile exports, sauce 
Israelis were aiming at the European 
market. But in 1984, the percentage 
did rise to 11.4% , mainly because of 
the strong American dollar. Thus, 
last year, Israeli exports to the U.S. 
were $42m. Of that total, only S5m. 
was in cotton sheets.

“This S5m. is the quota which the 
Americans want to impose on Israel 
for 1985 and subsequent years,” 
Nahum said, noting that “the real 
problem is not cotton sheets, but the 
fact that we view this as the first step 
leading to quotas in other areas. In 
past years, we paid customs duties 
and we managed to sell in America. 
If the customs duties are to be re- 
placed by quotas, then we have 
made a bad bargain, with the Amer- 
icans.

Free trade agreement topic 
of U.S.-Canada talks 


OTTAWA (AP). - U.S. Secretary 
of State George Shultz plans to dis- 
cuss a possible free-trade deal be- 
tween the U.S. and Canada, the 
world's biggest trading partners, and 
many other topics. 

Shultz will meet Foreign Secretary 
Joe a ark in Calgary. Canada’s oil 
and gas capital, for a regular quarter- 
ly review of virtually every issue in 
relations between the two countries. 
Among them are add rain. Cana- 
dian lumber exports and an Amer- 
ican challenge to Canadian claims to 
sovereignty over certain frozen Arc- 
tic waterways. 

Trade between the U.S. and 
Canada amounted to $120 billion 
last year, by far the largest for any 
two countries. The total is growing in 
1985, with Canada running a sub- 
stantial surplus. Exports south have 
been spurred, by the fall of the Cana- 
dian dollar, now worth about 73 
U.S. cents. 

A proposal to wipe out nearly all * 
tariffs and other barriers to Canada- 
U.S. trade has become one of Cana- 
da’s hottest political issues. 
Businessmen and die Progressive 
Conservative government. oLP^ime 
Minister. Brian • MuJronqy .TStron|iy 
favour such a move, white organized 
labour and prominent economic 
nationalists are opposed. 

“Obviously that trade initiative 


will figure as the highest Canadian 
priority in the bilateral rela- 
tionship,” said a Canadian diplomat 
who discussed the Shultz-Clark talks 
with reporters on condition that he 
not be identified. 

Mulroney last month formally 
proposed to open negotiations to- 
ward a free-trade pact. The Reagan 
administration welcomed the over- 
ture, and said it would begin the 
complicated process of Congression- 
al consultations required by law. 

Other trade issues to be discussed 
by Clark and Shultz include com- 
plaints about Canadian lumber ex- 
ports, which the U.S. timber indus- 
try contends are subsidized. 

Add rain is a perennial topic in 
U.S.-Canada talks, but Clark and 
Shultz are expected to do little more 
than review the progress made by

Ingenious new way to boost , 
small-firm exports to the U.S.

TEL AVIV. - The Export Institute 
has started a new drive by providing 
a “brokerage service" to operate 
between small Israeli exporters and 
large American marketing firms. 

“We think this is the best way for 
many small local firms - whose ex- 


ports in the initial stage will be about 
$500,000 a year - to enter the U.S. 
market under the Free Trade Area 
agreement,” says Rami Gutt, gener- 
al managing director of the institute. 

He noted that few companies 
which export less than S5m. a year 
can set up their own marketing out- 
lets abroad and therefore have to act 
through agents. “But these agents 
represent many firms and fail to give 
some of them individual attention,” 
he said. 

Under the plan - which has re- 
ceived the approval of the Finance 
Ministry which is supplying $300,000 
in “seed money” - three to five 
Israeli manufacturers who work in 
the same general line will form a 
group. So for, five such groups have 
been formed. They include biotech- 
nology, building .supplies, car spare 
parts, and agricultural equipment. r “ ;

The Export Institute will also pro- 
vide the Israel-U.S. “partnership” 
with $50,000 for promotional ex- 
penses by the U.S. partner for the 
first year. The American partner is 
to match this with $50,000 of his 
own. 

“The ingenious thing about the 
arrangement is that the Israeli part- ; 
ners guarantee to pay back to the 
institute the $50,000 - which goes to 
the U.S. marketing outlet - at the 
rate of two per cent of their sales a 
year. But if they don’t seO anything, 
they don't have to repay the 
money." 

The two per cent - Gutt believes 
that all 1 the Israeli companies will 
make considerable sales through 
their American partners - is set aside 
in a special revolving fund. Thus, the 
money can be used to launch the new 
Israeli partnerships with the Amer- 
ican wholesalers or marketing out- 
lets.

With only four business days left

Hapoalim claims that by last Fri- 
day some 25% of i» outstanding 
pensioners' money had been alio 
cited. Fully 63% of these funds went 
to long-term savings, some in 
already existing accounts. Of this 
total, 39% went to savings schemes, 
which can run from 2 to 8 years, and 
23% to provident funds, which are 
liquid assets for men over 65 and 
women over 60, provided they have 
had the account for at least 5 years. 

Of the remainder. 8% has been 
allocated to the three Treasury 
bonds, most of it in the Dan dollar- 
linked five-year scheme, which 
offers the option of redeeming toe 
savings every half-year. 

A full 11% of the money has opted 
for mutual funds, and 6% for secur- 
ities or foreign-currency accounts. 
The remaining 13% has gone to 
short-term shekel accounts. 

Hapoalim expects toe proportion 
heading toward savings and provi- 
dent schemes to fall, and that going 
to mutual funds to rise. Customers 


are taking advantage of the latest 
stage in the bank's campaign and arc 
buying Hapoalim or American- 
Israe [-managed mutual funds, which 
are making a special offer of reduced 
commissions this week. 

At Leumi the picture i* rather 
different. As of yesterday, about 
20% of the outstanding funds had 
been committed. Fully 40% of.th. 
had gone to mutual funds, particu- 
larly the new Segufo fund. M-*i up 
especially by Leumi to offer pension- 
ers a liquid investment offering a 
monthly return. A full 25*’n was 
pointed towards savings schemes, 
and 7.5% to provident funds. 

As in Hapoalim, only b‘'« of cus- 
tomers had decided to invest in the 
stock market directly , while only 5% 
were interested in the Treasury 
schemes. The remaining 16.5% had 
given instructions to invest in short- 
term shekel deposits. 

Although the amount of money 
for which instructions have been 
given is certainly large enough to K* 
considered a representative sample, 
it is still possible that the fin d dis- 
tribution will be rather different*

QUESTION: l am about to receive 

• funds being released from tbe “lock- 

• op*’ bank shares. 1 do not require a - 
regular monthly income, but am in- 
terested in maintaining the value of 
my savings. The people at my local 
bonk b ran ** are pushing mutual 
funds, Should I foBow their advice or 

man you come up with an alternative? 

ANSWER: The temptation is to 
accept the bankers 1 . advice. A 
mutual fimd is managed by indi- 
viduals who- are certainly more . 
knowledgaUe than the average in- 
vestor. Mutual funds have the be- 
nefit of being widely diversified and 
of being liquid. Tbe units can be; sold 
any day. 

Since you don't need an income 
from yoar investment Td like to 
make the following suggestion, 
which has the merit of being con- 
servative and yet offers some ptos- 
■tpect of capita] gain. Convert the 
Shekels you receive ‘into equal 
amounts of pound sterling, German 
marks and Japanese yen. Place these 
sums on one-year deposit- 

On the surface you will be carrying 
out an inyestmant plan based on the 
various interest rates which are cur- 
rently paid. The highest rare offered 
is for sterling. The marks and the yen 
bring considerably lower interest. 
Many. individuals believe that these 
currencies will strengthen by as 
much as by 10% in the coming year. 
If that is the case, you will have a 
“windfall" gain based on the re- 
valuation of currencies vis-si-vis the 
j^jekel or the dollar. 

/ QUESTION: I am considering in- 
£ vesting in real estate. More spetifi- 
caflv, I would Eke to take advantage 
of the relatively low current prices, so 
that I can look forward to a future 
capital gain. In the meantime, I 
would like to have the benefit of 
rental income. What sort of current 
rental return can I expect? 

ANSWER: Speaking to real estate 
brokers in Herzliya Pituah as well as 
to some people who have recently 
bought villas there, it seems that 


rentals yield from 6% -9% a year of 
the purchase price. ' 

By American or F.n glish standards 
these returns, are unsatisfactory. The 
problem of low rental income is 
connected with high land prices as 
well as the high cost of building. 
Rents by and' large return a low 
yield, but when viewed from the 
point of view of a local wage earner, 
they are very high. 

Until the cost of loan and and 
building comes down considerably, 
prices of property must remain high 
and rental yicids low. Since the gov- 
ernment owns 92% of all land, it will 
be up to the government to sell some 
of its land to bring prices down. 

QUESTION: How much of my 
savings should I keep in relatively 
liquid investments? 

ANSWER: No answer to your 
qnestion can be given without having 
further details of your overall finan- 
cial position. Needless to say, the 
rule is to keep sufficient funds liquid 
to take care of emergencies, such as 
sickness. The rule of thumb is that 
enough reserves should be main- 
tained to cover three to six mouths of 
normal household expenditures. 

QUESTION: Eferint shares are 
- currently trading at about $2.25. Do 
you consider this a good opportunity 
to buy. 

ANS WER: If you consider buying 
these shares as an outright specula- 
tion, taking 'advantage of price 
movements of $0.25 or $0.50 then, 
your move makes sense. Such price 
movements reflect percentage 
changes of 11 and 22% respectively, 
and could offer a speculative profit. 
If you think of buying the EJLscint 
shares as a longer-term investment, 
then I. suggest that you consider 
waiting to see whether the manage- 
ment's recovery plans begin to show 
results. If the shares start to climb as 
a result of a turnaround in the com- 
pany’s fortunes, there will still be 
time to buy the shares at the higher 
levels and still have the opportunity 
of realizing a capital gain.

The killings yesterday brought the 
week-end toll to six blacks dead. 

Police said they used shotguns 
yesterday against blacks throwing 
stones at police cars in Langa, a 
black township east of Cape Town, 
killing one rioter. 

Two other blacks died in identical 
circumstances in Zwide, a black area 
near Port Elizabeth, 965km. south of 
Johannesburg. Three blacks were 
lolled in rioting Saturday. 

More than 770 people have been 
killed since the riots began on 
September 3, 1984. 

In Beaufort West, a fanning com- 
munity 280km. inlan d from Cape 
Town, police said two officers suf- 
fered bullet wounds when a member 
of a stone-throwing black crowd 
opened fire. 

Police reported rioting and arson 
in a half-dozen other communities. 

In London, the head of the Afri- 
can National Congress said tbe orga- 
nization Will go to “every conceiv- 
able length” to destroy the apartheid 
system; The president, Oliver Tara- 
bo, said the outlawed guerrilla orga- 
nization could end up engaging in 
“very destructive levels” of conflict 
to end white-minority rule. 

“An escalating arms struggle can- 
not avoid the use of guns," Tam bo 
said in an interview on the indepen- 
dent TV-AM breakfast television 
programme. 

Most South Africans have never 
seen a black throwing stones because 
apartheid sets black residential 
| 1 areas, where the worst of the rioting 
flares, fax from white communities. 

It has only been itf recent weeks, 
when hostilities spilled into white 
areas of Cape Town and Johannes- 
burg, that many whites felt 
threatened.

Bonds show good gains

TEL AVIV. - The bond market 
took centre stage yesterday, as the 

financial community concentrated 

its attention on the forthcoming 
bank share redemption, now only 
days away. 

Bonds have been rising steadily - 
particularly in tbe index-linked sec- 
tor - for some time now and yester- 
day's move represented a streng- 
thening of the trend. The yields on 
index-linked Galil and Sagi bonds 
are now between 3. 5-1.5% for the 
most part, while older series of 80% 
linkage sport yields of up to 5% and 
sometimes even more, so that the 
yield levels on offer are still high by 
historical standards. 

In the dollar-linked sectors, yields 
on the Admon and Rimon bonds are 
mostly between 8 and 9%. Longer- 
dated Gilboa series have yields be- 
low 3% per annum. The bank shares 
are now showing yields of just below 
13%. with three years until redemp- 
tion date. 

In the share market the atmos- 
phere was generally positive again, 
and advancing issues ran 2:1 ahead 
of declining ones. But the average 
gain was not large. 

Treasury bill yields stayed around 
the 4-4.5% level in general, although 
equivalent interest rates on bank 
deposits are now below 3% per 
month. If this continues, it is likely 
that funds will move from the banks 
into the Treasury bill market.

No, No, No, No! 


THE STATEMENT put out on behalf of Premier Shimon 
Peres after the conclusion of yesterday's six-hour long cabinet 
meeting - and before the inner cabinet gathered for its nightly 
session -was commendably restrained in its phrasing. 

Mr. Peres had detected a dramatic shift in Israel’s interna- 
tional position - following, that is, his own recent visits to 
Vienna, Washington, New York and Paris, and following, too, 
the series of massive blows inflicted by the PLO upon itself. The 
premier now saw a prospect for the rejection of the PLO and for 
a start on peace negotiations between Israel and a Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation. 

To be sure, a prospect is rather less than a certainty- and how 
much less it is was indicated in a communique published by 
Jordan’s minister of information in Amman yesterday. 

It suggested that King Hussein, no matter how disillusioned 
he might have become with the PLO, still considered himself 
bound by the terms of his agreement with Yasser Arafat. The 
Hashemite monarch was still opposed to direct talks with 
Israel, still insisted on an international conference with the 
participation of the PLO and still rejected any idea of a “partial 
or separate peace.” 

These “assurances” - prompted, the Jordanian minister 
explained, by “false” repents in Washington and Jerusalem - 
may have been meant to ventilate the king's irritation over the 
U.S. Congress’ failure to approve arms for Jordan , and to allay, 
at least for a while, the worst fears of Arab rejectionists. But 
they may also go some way towards relieving the minds of 
rejectionists in Israel. 

The night before, however, the Likud ministers, plainly 
apprehensive over an imminent turn for peace, took what 
purported to be a pre-emptive strike against the possibility that 
King Hussein might ultimately reach common ground with Mr. 
Peres. 

The rift that had opened last week between Likud die-hards 
Ariel Sharon, David Levy and Yitzhak Moda’i and seeming 
pragmatists Yitzhak Shamir and Mosfae Arens was, if not 
actually healed, at least papered over, as the Likud ministerial 
contingent unanimously endorsed what will go down as Israel’s 
version of the three “Noes” of Khartoum after the Six-Day 
War. The Likud’s four “Noes” were: “No” to any kind of 
international auspices for peace talks; “No” to any negotiations 
whatsoever with the PLO or with anyone identified with the 
PLO; “No" to any interim agreements with Jordan other than 
the Camp David autonomy, and “No” to border demarcation 
and to any joint working teams that would engage in border 
demarcation. 

A careful reading of these four “Noes” reveals a departure 
from traditional Likud diplomacy, a disregard of the govern- 
ment’s basicpolicy guidelines, a confusion of thought and even 
a touch of political paranoia. But together they spell a 
concerted effort to obstruct any Israeli move towards peace. 

Mr. Peres does not differ with the Likud ministers in his 
opposition to dealing with the PLO - but, like Menachem 
Begin before him, he does not propose to strip Palestinian 
candidates for the joint delegation naked to discover a possible 
PLO connection. He is also, like the Likud ministers, opposed 
to an international conference in which the big powers might j 
seek to dictate peace to. Jsrael - but he. rightly sees nothing 
wrong in ah international “accompaniment” to direct talks I 
which would ease Jordan's participation. 

In their implicit criticism of the premier’s concept of peace 
negotiations, the Likud ministers seek to foist their travestied 
version of autonomy upon him: autonomy not as a transition to 
an agreed end solution of the issue of the territories, but as 
Israel’s “final concession,” designed to secure the territories as 
Israel’s patrimony forever. In this reading, peace with Jordan is 
to be traded for peace, not for land - not for one square inch of 
currently occupied land. Which means that there never could 
be peace between Israel and Jordan. 

This is what the debate between the Likud and the Align- 
.ment is all about. Mr. Peres is not proposing that Israel should 
now demarcate borders with Jordan, only that it should be 
ready to hold talks with Jordan if it is ready. When Jordan is, 
despite its present disclaimers — the national unity government 
may not survive the test.

H TOOK France and Germany 75 
years, three wars, the lives of tens of 
milKons of their young men and 
untold destruction to their econo- 
mies to attain peace. 

As far as 1 know, Frenchmen and 
Germans still are not particularly 
enamoured of each other. Since 
1945, however, they are no longer in 
the business which occupied their 
fathers, grandfathers and great- 
grandfathers - killing and naming 
tile risk of getting killed, for the 
greater glory of France or Germany. 

Several years ago I had occasion to 
drive across the Greek-Turidsh bor- 
- der. Even as an Israeli who has been 
through four wars, I had never seen 
such large, belligerent concentra- 
tions of armed forces as I passed 
through deep on both sides of that 
border.. 

Greek-Turkish hostility dates 
back at least 150 years to when 
Christian Orthodox Greece wrested 
its 1 independence from the Islamic 
Ottoman Empire. That hostility has 
been much more intense for the .70 • 
years since the First World War and 
today, among other ways, expresses 
itself in the all-but-insoluble prob- 
lem of the divided Cyprus. 

The bloody conflict between the 
Norman, Saxon English and the Cel- 
tic Irish has been going on for 700 
years, with no solution in sight. 
Enough said. 

Southeast Aria has been involved 
in ferocious war, including genocide 
in Cambodia, for the past 45 years, 
also with, no solution in right to the 
national hostilities which fuel that 
conflagration. 


Historical hatreds

AMERICANS, with their tranquil 
border with Canada, find it difficult 
to contemplate and understand such 
an unsettled world. That is why their 
national bias tends towards a belief 
that there are no insoluble conflicts. 
All one needs is perseverance, a 
touch of diplomatic genius and 
strong kidneys - & la Kissinger of 
shuttle diplomacy fame - to make 
breakthroughs in the walls of nation- 
al animosity. Then, erstwhile war- 
ring sides will turn around, shake 
hands and go to the beach on Sun- 
days. 


Americans, with their lack of a 
sense of history, also delude them- 
selves into believing that on their 
opposite border, the Mexicans have 
given up seething over the ripping 
off of tire entire American south- 
west, from Texas to California, from 
Mexico, only 150 years ago. They 
have not, and there is a good chance, 
that by the end of this century they 
will try to do something about it. 

One could go on with this 
Cook’s tour of die feral world of nat- 
ional hostilities and flashpoints, but 
X would Eke to get to the Middle 
East Animosities here, both among 
Arabs themselves and between 
Arabs and non-Arabs - like Israeli 
Jews, Moslem Kurds, South 
Sudanese Christians and animist 
Blacks - are just as intense as any 
other “insoluble" conflict. 

Before we get to the Arab-Israel 
conflict- lasting $5 years so fax - it is 
essential, in order to get the correct 
perspective, to realize that there 
have been many more wars among 
the Arabs and against other states in 
the area, than there have been be- 
tween them and Israel during this 
period. 

The present, largely unreported 
war between Iraq and Iran, has so far 
resulted in at least 10 tunes as many 
casualties as those on both sides in 
the five or six wars between the 
Arabs and Israel, including the 
ongoing FLO terror campaign. 

Even the ostensibly “insignifi- 
cant" 10-year-old civil war in Leba- 
non, among Christians, Sunni and 
Shi’ite Arabs, Druse and an assort- 
ment of Mafia-like hashish-growing 
arm ed-ro-th e-hilt feudal families, 
has resulted in afar Larger number of 
casualties than have the Arab-Israel 
hostilities. 


THE “REALISTS" in the Amer- 
ican State Department, and large 


parts of the Western media whom 
they indoctrinate, have grown to 
accept the frustrating intractability, 
if opt Insolubility, of all of those 
other national and civil conflicts 
throughout the world. Yet they act 
as if they believe that peace is just 
around the comer in the case of tbe 
Arab-Israel conflict. If only the right 
diplomatic gimmick were found and 
developed; if only those stiff-necked 
Jews were not so intransigent. 

The above tour tfhorizon of the 
recent past is a matter of facts. Any 
attempt to delve into the future, at 
best entails guessing at probabilities. 

A symposium was convened by 
the Israel Oriental Society at the 
Van Leer Foundation this week on 
the attitudes of Jordan, the PLO, the 
Palestinian inhabitants of the occu- 
, pied territories, and of Israel to the 
future of tbe territories. The near 
unanimous consensus among tbe 
savants was that tbe chances of an 
agreement between Israel and the 
others in the foreseeable future was 
dose to nil. 

As a fellow victim of our conflict 
with the Arabs, I could not, to my 
regret, agree more. It would be 
wonderful if an end to the conflict 
were really in the offing. It is not. 

As a writer who appreciates the 
importance of words, I constantly 
bridle at tbe unthinking use of the 
term “peace process." Not that I 
would not love for there to be one. It 
is simply not proceeding. 

It is never realistic to think of 
peace as the replacement of mutual 
hostility with mutual love. Nations 
never love each other, individuals 
may. 

Peace, for me. means a mutual 
absence of a desire by two parties to 
destroy one another. To the best of 
my knowledge, there is not one 
single, solitary sign that the Arab 
world has given up its desire to 


destroy Israel, in one way or 
Mother. Tbe debate between the 
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pragmatists and the crazies' among 
them is on the choice of how. and the 


price they should be ready to pay for 
realizing their dream. 


PEOPLE EXPRESSING such opin- 
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their face. To the best of my know- 
ledge, the Egyptian people and lead- 
ership have not given up participat- 
ing in the Arab nationalist dream of 
destroying Israel. 

What has happened is that under 
the courageous leadership of the late 
Anwar Sadat, their top military lead- 
ership, supported by a good part of 
the people, but not by Egypt's intel- 
lectual mid opinion-forming elites, 
dedded no longer to be in tbe fore- 
front of that joint Arab effort , and to 
continue to pay the price for it. 

But I would be overjoyed to be 
introduced to that body of Egyptian 
public opinion that has truly decided 
to bury the hatchet with the devil 
Israel, out of enlightened self- 
interest. 

Why all of these pessimistic - but. 
to my mind, realistic - m usings this 
week, of all times? Because of the 
need to make sense of what is hap- 
pening around Prime Minister Peres’s 
activities and statements in the U.S., 
and* at die UN. To the best of my 
understanding, Peres is engaged, for 
the good of Israel, in an essential and 
so far successful public relations 
campaign. We often forget that part 
of the ongoing war between us and 
the Arabs consists of an important 
propaganda war for the winning of 
essential international .support for 
our side. 

In this context. Mr. Peres is pre- 
senting an Israeli image of a yea- 
say er and a y earner for peace, which 
ts basically a true image of Israel's 


corner, when they know that that t.vVt* 
not true. 


For just as it is important to rack 
5 points in the crucial struggle for 


international support, it is even 
more important to educate Israelis 
to sled themselves for the prospect 
of a 150-year war, as our more 
sophisticated Arab enemies arc 
wont to express themselves. 

It is essential that we learn the 
lesson that we are living ill a political 
and emotional earthquake zone. No- 
thing that we can do, or that we can ' 
offer, short of national suicide, will 
hasten the day of peace between the , 
Arabs and us. $ 

There is much that we can do and 
that wc must refrain from doing that 
could make an already bad situation 
worse. But not one initiative could 
bring the Arabs to acquiesce in our 
sovereign existence in their midst 
faster than indigenous trends among 
them will permit. . . 

To which one should add. in a 
long-term optimistic vein: nothing is 
forever. There will eventually be 
peace, just as it came to be between 
France and Germany, but it will take 
a long time. Pan of the problem we 
have to learn to handle is chat the _ . 
image we must project abroad in thitf ] 
regard must be very different from * 
the message we must transmit to. and 
internalize in ourselves. *

THE FUTURE OF JERUSALEM 


To die Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - Apparently there have been 
recent statements from tbe Vatican 
and from Pope John Paul II raising 
again the question of the administra- 
tion of Jerusalem, in a manner which 
has disturbed the Jewish people and 
many Christian friends of Israel. 

It is relatively easy for nou- 
Catholic evangelical Christians, 
friends of Israel, to explicitly dis- 
associate themselves from any papal 
pronouncement. For conscientious 
Catholics, the situation is more deli- 
cate and more painful. Mature and 
well-instructed Catholics are able to 
make tbe distinction between papal 
pronouncements on faith and mor- 
als, which alone are included under 
the doctrine of “infaUabflity" of the 
Pope, as our spiritual head or 
“elder,” and those which have to do 
with his political decisions as the 
head of a temporal state. In this day 
and age, the separation between 
moral principles and the exigencies 
of politics is becoming more blurred 
- as for example in matters of abor- 
tion, nuclear war and apartheid, to 
name but a few. 

However, in the matter of the 
Vatican non-recognition of the legi- 
timacy of the State of Israel and of 
the administration of the city of 
Jerusalem, these seem to rest solidly 
in the area of politics. Especially as 
to this Pope, who besides being a 
spiritual leader is also very definitely 
in his own personal history a very 
political, ethnic and nationalistic 
man. This is due to his being Polish, 
and due to tbe situation of his own 
people under the occupying power 
of Russia. It is hardly necessary to 
point out that this personal situation 
of bis has coloured his emotional 
identification with other peoples 
who live under an occupation of any 
sort, and who have nationalistic 
aspirations. 

In the case of Jerusalem as the 
Holy City of “the three monotheistic ' 
religions,” it would seem to me that 
the issue could be narrowed some- 
what if there could be a definition as 
to which Jerusalem is being spoken 
of. It is unfortunate that the present 
Pope has knelt to; kiss the soil of 
almost every land under Heaven 
except the Holy Land. Here above- 
all, “one look is worth a thousand 
words," as many pilgrims know. He 
would see that there are really three 
Jerusalems. There is East (Arab) 
Jerusalem, which was separated by 
barbed wire from the rest of the dty 
during the Jordanian occupation, 
much to the distress and inconveni- 
ence of Christian pilgrims. There is’ 
the Western (Jewish) Jerusalem, 
which has always been predo minant .

ly Jewish and which is now the 
capital of Israel. To “iruernatiorral- 
ize” either or both halves of this 
modern city would make about as 
much sense as would a movement to 
internationalize the etty of Rome, 
the capital of the state of Italy, just 
because it contains Vatican Gty 
within it. 

Then there is, in the heart of 
united Jerusalem, the willed Old 
Gty, which contains the Holy Places 
of die three faiths. Only this Jeru- 
salem can be of interest to the world 
religions -or the Vatican. And yet, if 
the Old Gty were set aside for 
special status of some sort, as might 
seem feasible, the next major hurdle 
would be. “who should administer 
it?" Sorely not any commission of 
the United Nations, subject to the 
veto of atheistic Russia, which has 
no legitimate interest In anyone’s 
holy places! And as to any commit- 
tee of the three major faiths - the 
Holy Sepulchre itself is the world’s 
most painful example of the failure 
of different religious groups to agree 
on how to administer a religious site. 
What, then? Only if the Pope him- 
self, perhaps, were to move to the 
Holy Old City and be able to get the 
support of the Moslems as well as the 
Christian sects involved (not to men- 
tion the Jews in the Jewish quarter) 
to be its administrator, could there 
be any hope of a cohesive manage- 
ment. But even so, he would be 
dependent for utilities and security 
on the good relationship with the 
adjoining Jewish Jerusalem and the 
State of Israel. And he has not yet 
established that prerequisite good 
relationship. 

To speak conciliatory words in an 
Arab nation regarding some “spe- 
cial '* status for Jerusalem may be 
politic, but it only adds fuel to fires of 
emotions all too easily aroused 
among Moslems, Christians and 
Jews, and this is not to the advantage 
of the peace of the Holy Places. 

Almost 2,000 years ago, St. Peter 
left Jerusalem for Rome, to bring the 
infant Church to where the centre of 
civilization was then, and provide n-

Sir, - Charles Hoffman’s article of 
October 11 on the relationship be- 
tween American Jewish educators 
and the Department of Education 
and Culture of the WZO is interest- 
ing more for what it did not say than 
what it did say. 

For Bureau of Jewish educators to 
blame their programmes’ shortcom- 
ings on the department is naive at 
best.

It is unfair for the BJE, 
providing little more than a few 
weekly hours of afternoon Hebrew 
classes and Jewish studies, to expect 
even the most competent effort to 
solve its educational ills. Unable to 
cope with their own deficiencies, it is 
sheer chutzpa for Schafler and com- 
pany to hold Israel’s agencies re- 
sponsible. 

Personally, the International 
Education Department of the Union 


of American Hebrew Congregations 
has had a totally different experience 
with the Department of Education 
and Culture than Schafler.
